THE PAHAMA REVOLUTION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Consul Gen- 


eral Gudgers, writing to the state de- 
partment under date of July 2'Jth, says 
that on July 2Gth and 27th about sev- 
enty-five revolutionists entered 
the 


towns of Qatun, Bohal and Han Pablo, 
on the Fauamu railroad, midway be- 
.ween Panama and Colon, made prison 
ers of the alcade and several policemen, 
and then retired into the mountains 
with all the arms and provisions they 
bad been able to secure. Reports were 
urrent of revolutionary gatherings at 
other places and an attack on Panama 
was feared. It was thought that a gen- 
eral uprising was imminent and the 
government was evidently alarmed at 
the situation.

Beminiscentes from a Correspond- 
ent. 


A correspondent ol the Biddoford 


Journal writes that paper as follows: 
"The purchase of the Revere House in 
Boston by Hon. Frank Jones has 
awakened memories in the mind of your 
correspondent.

the foelebritiea that had from time to 
time stopped at the house, viz : Daniel 
Webster, Jenny Lind, Christine Nill-- 
eon, and in 1860 King Edward VII, 
when be was Prince of Wales, and 
about the same time Ralph Farnum, an 
old Revolutionary soldier belonging to 
Maine and 100 yeais old. was taken up 
to Boston and feted at the Revere 
House.

Lind sing when she was in Boston, and 
frequently saw Daniel Webster on the 
street previous to 1830, knew Alfred B. 
Darling, who was stewart of the Revere 
House as early as 1849, who afterwards 
went to New York [.and for many years 
was one of tbe proprietors of the Fifth 
Avenue hotel and later an owner in the 
property.

three years ago, leaving a largi fortune.

MANY MILLS AEE IN OPERATION. 


Some Ac<;c«»ion,s to Strikers' Rnnlca. 


Aliout Sixty-one Thoununil Ont In 
AH—I'resldent SUuffcr'n l>n,*t Order 
IJronnht Out Eleven Tkontinnd. 
Fittsburg, Aug. 13.—Members of the 


itnalgamatcd association unofficially 
approached some of the steel managers 
yesterday, asking them whether the1 


men now on strike could return to their 
old jobs if they would return at once. 
This proposition was made without the 
knowledge of President Shaffer, com- 
ing from members of the union who 
are 'opposed to his policy. 


What answer -\va» made by the steel 


men Is not known. It i* not doubted 
that the trust would cgnseut to the men 
returning to their old places provided 
they reported in a body and allowed the 
managers to choose what men could go 
to work and what sJrould not. 


The men who made the proposition 


say that the strike IK lo«i, and they 
want to see something left of the Amal- 
gamated association. 


Strike generals and rank and file alike 


realize that they have lom ground by 
the revolt of the men iu the west and 
are trying to regain it. They have made 
headway by remarkable exertions and 
last night had added three plants to the 
list of those not running. These are the 
National rolling mill of the National 
Tube company ;it McKeesport. the tube 
works and rolling mill at P.euwood, AY. 
Vn., and the rolling mill of the National 
Steel company nt Bella ire, O. The clos- 
ing of these: plants has Increased the 
number of Idle men in consequence of 
the second strike order to about 11,0<»0 
and the total now out of work tu 01,000.

The I'.oston rolling mill was Ihe first

The strikers, instead of picket- 
ing the mill, went in a great i rowd to 
overawe those- who wished to work. 
The null superintendent called up May 
or Hl.rck by telephone, told him then 
was a. crowd around the mill and asked 
polite protection. The major inquired 
il any one bad been assaulted, and 
•when told that there had not he said 
he would not send anj policemen. 


Later the crowd became so groat that 


the men who reported for work were 
unable to reach the mill. The super- 
intendent agnail sought to call up the 
major, but the latter had apparently 
disconnected his telephone.

senger was sent, and the mayor re- 
turned word that he would be iu his 
office Iu the morning and would talk 
about it then.

The strikers yesterday pre\arlerl on 


the men in tin National rolling mill 
to quit and soon had it shut down. 
Thcj then lurried their attention to the 
tube works, where t,.">(>() welders were 
at work. A crowd of thousands block- 
ed the street:- around the mill. When- 
ever men left the plant or tried to en- 
ter they were argued with bj strikers 
and jeered at bj the women and chil- 
dren 
All access to the works being 


blocked, the- superintendent appealed 
to the mayor to send policemen and 
have a passageway cleared. True to 
his decbuation. the mayor refused to 
allow a peace ollicer near the mill, and 
no number of requests from the com- 
pany could shake his resolve. 


Major Hint-it last e\enhig made two 


Huns who sought work at the Boston 
rolling mill leave the city. They were 
urresied at the entrance to the mill, 
taken to tin1 polk-" station and ordered 
out of McKeesport. 
A colored man 


who applied for work was similarly 
treated.

The union men watch all trains, 
patrol the sidings and also have a 
water patrol iu boats. -, Last night they 
established a cordon around the town 
for fear some workmen would couie In 
from outside. 


The present tactics of the strikers 


give the managers no chance \fitliout 
a show of force. This the managers are 
not yet ready to attempt, but it is not 
at all likely tliat they will soon appeal 
to the courts to prevent this coercion. 


President Shaffer professes not to be 


discouraged by the refusal of the men 
in the west to strike. The steel man- 
agers, on their side, declare that the 
strike is not half as serioxts as they 
feared. National Tube officials say the 
company's production of finished prod- 
uct has been, curtailed only 10 per cent. 
Tiiis will be- increased to more than 80 
per cent should the McKeesport plant 
be shut down. The strike has cut the 
production of the National Steel com- 
oany in half. 


Statement 1>y Gonipcr*.

Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor said last night that his or- 
ganization would use every peaceable 
menus in its power to assist the Amal- 
gamated association In its strike.

•Armitage, au English physician, in the 
treatment of cliponlc lead. poisoning, 
and In 40 severe cases 37 wore bene- 
fited, some being completely cured. 
The rapid improvement is attributed 
to the change of the lead salts in the 
body into new and .insoluble*?com- 
pounds. 


The apparatus used' consisted of a 


large porcelain^ bathtub—carefully, in- 
.sulated and provided with, a large car- 
bon negative electrode at-the foot and 
a small'movable carbon'positive elec- 
trode—and a battery of 120 large Le- 
clanche cells, connected In threes. 


The treatment began-witu the use of 


84 to 120 cells, but at the close only 24 
to 60 were needed. The patient was 
Immersed for 15 or 20 minutes in the 
water iu the tub, and the current was 
regulated by his sensations; the best 
results being obtained,when the skin 
was reddened without1 causing actual 
pain. 


The Omnium Electric Lamp. 


It is well known that the higher th'e 


temperature of the source tho more 
. economical is tlio resultant light. It is 
for this reason that the carbon filament 
of our incandescent lights replaces the 


''coil of platinum wire flrst employed. 


A filament of osmium has great ad- 
vantages over carbon, since osmium 


^4ins a higher fusion point than, any 


other' metal. It was formerly imprac- 
ticable to obtain osmium in any other 
form than that of a pulverulent or 
sppngy mass, but Herr Auer von Wels- 
bS&h-has lately devised a method of 
making osmium exactly, suitable for 
lamp lilameuts. 


Electricity From Coal. 


A solution to the problem of how to 


obtain electricity from coal has, it is 
reported, been offered by lingo Jones, 
a Chicago chemist. lie has procured a 
patent 011 a battery which he declares 
will revolutionize modern methods of 
procuring power, and which will make 
futile Kdison's labors for the last few 
years in trying to solve the problem. 
The claim is made for Mr. Jones' bat- 
tery that it will yield i!3 per cent of the 
energy that is stored up in coal, or 
four times as much as the present com- 
bination of boiler, steam engine and 
dynamo. 


Submarine Telephony. 


Advices from France state that an 


engineer in that country of the nauie 
of Maiche claims to have solved the 
problem of telephoning; by submarine 
cables to great distances. He has be-eu 
carrying on some exhaustive experi- 
ments on the point, and it is stated 
that at Calais recently M. Maiche suc- 
ceeded in transmitting a telephonic 
message 
with 
perfect 
distinctness 


through a cable 400 miles long. 


A Boon to AatonioblllBtH. 


A Parisian scientist lias patented an 


automatic generator of electricity ft;i 
supplying curroj.t to the automobile n-» 
it runs. It is claimed that a few toa- 
bpoonfuls of water only are required i 
generating the necessary motive power 
and t!iar the French government is M 
favorably impressed with its operation 
that it is considering the advisability 
of its use on naval vessels. 


The Vnlne of Teak. 


One of the principal industries of 


Siam is the teak lumber business. Teak 
Is the most valuable lumber for ship- 
building in the world, says Consul Gen- 
eral Hamilton King of Bangkok. It 
docs' not yield to the influences of 
moisture and 'drought; it is not liable 
to the attack of borers and other in- 
sects; it does not split or sprawl, and 
while it is strong, durable wood, it is 
easy to work and very light to the 
water. Because of its peculiar quali- 
ties that resist the influences of iron 
when brought in close contact there- 
with there is no substitute for it yet 
discovered as the backing for armor 
plates in vessels of war. 


Some Interesting Predictions 


fcy Inventor Hollttnd. 


Mr. John r. Holland, inventor of that 


UOAV famous torgcdo boat bearing his 
name, in a public lecture has made 
some Interesting predictions concerning 
the future of submarine travel. 


He does tfot expect'that transoceanic 


submarine travel will become feasible, 
but for short trips on crowded water- 
ways he expects to see submarine pack- 
ets successful rivals of surface boats. 
For iustauce, the trip from Dover to 
Calais, dreaded by the' hardiest sailor, 
Mr. Holland believes will yet be made 
with perfect safety and comfort in sub- 
marine boats, avoiding collisions by al- 
ways- uiiuuing one way at a depth of, 
say, 40 feet and the other way at the 
depth of 00 feet; no pitching or rolling 
or seasickness, as tho craft will run be- 
neath the troubled waters above; mov- 
ed by electricity, kept in the course by 
fixed trolley cables, while the passen- 
gers inside enjoy tho luxury of dry and 
quiet cabins electrically, lighted and 
ventilated 
by tanks of liquid air;

Fogs 
and the crowded craft on the surf a re 
above will no longer be sources of dan- 
ger, and most of the discomforts of 
ordinary sea travel will be relie\ed.

An English scientist who lately des- 


canted upon the'medical value of lem- 
«ms has inspired several pthers to 
point vout tho virtues of the onion, 
which is in high favor with many per- 
sons. It is with the onion as with the 
lemon — its devotees regard it as a 
panacea for a good many ills and as a 
preventive of many of the disorders to 
which flesh is heir. Appealing to chem- 
istry, we Und the onion is really a very 
ordinary vegetable, but there is one 
point which distinguishes it, and that 
is the somewhat high percentage of 
sulphur it contains. 


Possibly the virtues ascribed to it 


depend on the presence of this ele- 
ment. Like the lemon, tho onion may 
also lay claim to antiscorbutic proper- 
ties—that is, to qualities which render 
it a preventive of scurvy. Its mineral 
constituents include a proportion of 
potash salts, and probably its antiscor- 
butic qualities depend upon these lat- 
ter compounds.

GODS FOR PLAYTHINGS. 


The Strnnsrr Slicnlflciince of Doll* 


the MOQU! Indian*. 


It is a curious feature of the religion of 


the Moqui Indians, the "snake dancers" ot 
Kew Mexico, that during one of their 
famous dances dolls representing kat- 
cinas or gods are distributed to all the 
village childicn. In the Pcabody museum 
at Harvard university there is a collec- 
tion of nearly 100 of these grotesque 
idols which were once the playthings of 
children, but now form an exhibit of 
peculiar interest to the student of eth- 
nology. 


The dolls, although they appear to be 


of all sorts and sizes, are nevertheless 
shaped nnd painted according to an un- 
varying rule applicable to that particular 
one of the 00 or- 70 katcinas which each 
is intended to represent. On them are 
depicted n grf*t variety of arbitrary signs 
indicating, lor example, the lightning or 
the thundercloud or the hail or the rain 
storm or some animnl. 
Often the rain- 


bow is carved over their heads, and many 
of them bear a curious headdress in the 
form of a thin tablet of wood, which it 
cut in an archaic but symmetrical pat- 
tern of much elaboration and ornamented 
with eagles' nnd owls' feathers. 


Most of the special symbolism is to be 


looked for in (be carving and making of 
the masked he»ds, while the bodies be- 
long to more or loss general types. Some- 
times they are painted on both sides alike 
and sometimes differently. 
Some of them 


are naked nnd some of them wear blan- 
kets or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vary in height from six inches to a foot 
and a half. 
But there are several in 


the Harvard collection which are nearer 
four feet. 
OHC of these latter is a com- 


posite figure, one doll bearing another 
on its head, with a third above the 
second. 


Not only does the religion of the Moqui 


nppear in the universal masking of the 
dolls, but also in. the selection of the tree 
from which they are made, the cotton- 
wood being sacred since it grows along: 
the water courses, the most precious pos- 
session of the Indians. The dolls are 
carved from the root, which is very light 
and so soft that it may be cut with the 
greatest ease. The dolls are now whit- 
tled out with jackknives, but in the old 
days before the white man came stone 
knives were used, and even now the 
smoothing and polishing "of the dolls is 
mainly done with ft piece of sandstone. 
On account of their religions significance 
they are treated more respectfully than 
most dolls, and doubtless the little Moqirt 
girl would often be glad of a less solemn 
toy for her plaything.

turn, dashed toward Market square, 
dragging along a farm wagon loadtd 
with brewery grains. 


The horse crossed the electric rail- 


road tracks in front of the Congrefa 
block and made a straight line, appar- 
ently, for the front of Fay's store. 
Mrs, Palmer, who, since the death of 
her husband, hus resided out of the 
city, w*s sitting in her carriage. 


The horse jumped onto the sidewalk 


just before Lo reached the carnage 
Ono of the wheels of the farm wagou 
canght against the iron 'post and the 
other wheel was smashed into the rear 
of Mrs. Palmei's carnage at the same 
time.
